The Troy Police Department is pleased to report that we have 
had a decrease in the number of major crimes.

The Police Department wishes to thank the residents of Troy 
for their timely and accurate reporting of crimes committed as 
well as the reporting of Suspicious persons and vehicles.

This service will also be available for pre- 
school children upon request of their parents.

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ANIMAL CONTROL 


During the past year, there has been a substantial increase in 
Animal Control activity. 


The mayor complaints were on unrestrained dogs running at 
large. 


Based on complaints received, this department has taken sixty- 
five dogs to the Humane Society during 1985. In most every case 
they were unlicensed, had no identification, and many were badly 
neglected. 


Less than twenty dogs were reclaimed by their owners. Failure 
on the part of dog owners to provide adequate shelter, food or 
water falls within the "Cruelty to Animals" statute and may result 
in legal action. 


I would like to thank Charles Adams, Animal Control Officer, 
and "Deputy Dog" Dan Breen for the outstanding job they have per- 
formed over the past year.

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SOUTHWEST SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT DISTRICT 


I would like to take a few minutes to bring you up-to-date on the 
progress being made by the Southwest Solid Waste Management District 
to develop Waste Management Systems for the City of Keene and the 22 
member towns. 


As you will recall last spring, there was a serious division 
within the district not only as to direction but between members. 
Also there was a lack of understanding and education by not only dis- 
trict members but the public as a whole. 


In July, 1985, as a result of the public hearing held by the 
State Solid Waste Management Board, the 149-M district remained in- 
tact and the Board suggested that subdistricts could be established 
where feasible and meeting federal and state regulations for Waste 
Management system. A 53-B subdistrict was formed consisting of the 
City of Keene and 9 other towns. It is possible that one or more 
additional subdistricts may be established in 1986, either through a 
group of several towns joined in a joint project or one town having a 
fully approved waste disposal method. 


As of this writing, five additional towns have petitioned and 
been accepted to become members of the 53-B subdistrict. Warrant 
articles will be included for voter's acceptance at the town meetings 
this spring. 


The District in the fall of 1985 reached two major conclusions: 


1. That the District needed the talent of fully 
qualified engineers to assist and guide it's 
deliberations. 


2. In order to develop the best Waste Management 
System(s) for the district, it must evaluate all 
logical alternatives. 


The Engineering Firm of Kimball Chase which has had a hand in the 
Claremont, Portsmouth, Concord, etc. Waste systems development, was 
employed in November of 1985. Engineering analyses have been com- 
pleted and there appears to be two logical alternatives for systems 
to be further evaluated. 


1. A 250-350 Ton Per Day Waste-To-Energy Facility. 
2. A Regional Lined and Monitored Landfill. 


Further study and evaluation are proceeding in an orderly manner. 


A target for proceeding with a Request for Proposal is scheduled 
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for this fall with vendor selection and analysis to be completed by 
early 1987. Construction is scheduled to begin sometime in 1987. 
This is not a simple task as it is not only the engineering aspect 
but financing and federal and state permitting. 


The District is also proceeding to review the recycling re- 
quirements and to develop recommendations for solutions on a regional 
basis. 


One misunderstanding that has arisen may be summed up by this 
question, "If my town is a 149-M member, why do I have to contribute 
to a 53-B Subdistrict?" Unfortunately, the RSA's provide that all 
municipalities must participate in and contribute to the research and 
planning for a Waste Management System. But the implementation of 
any system(s) can only be accomplished through a 53-B subdistrict 
that has been legally structured to finance, build, operate, etc. 
Thus, where 149-M expends some for research and planning with final 
recommendations for the system(s) to be placed in operation, the 53-B 
Subdistrict must expend funds for developing and Requests for Pro- 
posals through the final implementation. Thus, the two money items 
to be assessed to member municipalities are confusing but that is the 
result of legal legislation. 


As we move to implementing Waste Management System(s), ther will 
be required education with full ipsa bear by voters in your muni- 
cipality as well as the public in general. The District is planning 
educational and public relation programs which will impart full 
knowledge on engineering, pollution, finance, etc. The District 
meetings are open to the public and it is recommended that you urge 
your key people and other in your municipality to attend or present 
questions to the officers of the District. The officers or key Dis- 
trict people will be happy to meet with any municipal groups upon 
request. 


Periodically the District will advise you of its progress so 
that everyone will be fully informed. 


It is hoped that this information will be of assistance to you.

A two- 
sided, single page brochure (see pages 73 and 74 of this Town Report) 
has been printed and is currently being mailed to existing business 
concerns in New England and New York. Copies have been placed in 
certain locations and the committee would welcome additional distri- 
bution suggestions. The mass mailing of the brochure is designed to 
call attention to Troy's bid to attract industrial development. A 
file of back up information is being assembled to answer client's 
questions and to supply them with related materials for their deve- 
lopment planning. 


Roadside signs are currently being designed for both Route 12 
approaches to Troy to catch the eye of the large number of persons 
passing through in the many cars, buses, and trucks. 


The Mattala Lot (8.3 acres) just off Route 12 near the fire 
station has been surveyed and is currently being considered by a 
client. The Hayes Lot (11 acres) in the Industrial Park will be 
surveyed shortly. Residents having land they wish to sell for poss- 
ible industrial development shoud make their site locations known to 
the committee.

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TROY PLANING BOARD 


The Planning Board continues to meet on the first and third 
Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m., in the Town Hall. Any inter- 
ested residents are encouraged and welcome to attend meetings. 


This past year of 1985 proved to be an eventful one for the 
Planning Board in which several accomplishments were achieved. 


One of the most significant was the adoption of the Site Plan 
Review Regulations that will effect non-residential site plans and 
multi-family development in excess of two (2) units. This regulation 
provides a guarantee to the town, and more importantly to the abutters 
of the site under development, that what is originally proposed and 
approved will be the finished product. An additional benefit of this 
is that it will help maintain an orderly pattern of growth for your 
town. 


Also, the Planning Board, with the assistance of Southwest 
Regional Commission, was able to incorporate all of the current zoning 
and subdivision regulation into one loose leaf unit for easy referral. 
These booklets can be obtained from the Town Clerk's Office. 


During the year the Planning Board approved four (4) sub- 
divisions and one (1) boundary line adjustment and was able to return 
in excess of $180.00 to the Town fund.

The polls were opened at 10:00 AM by Moderator Peter Howe at the Troy
